Russians Using

Russian Army—a force of 90,000 
to 135,000 men—-had crossed the 
Oder River between Kuestrin and 
Frankfurt and were attempting

The Berlin radio said Soviet 
troops were striking toward the 
capital from Kietz, on the Oder’s 
west bank opposite fallen Kues- 
trin, from a bridgehead opposite 
Goeritz six miles farther south, 
and from a third bridgehead. at 
Lebus, 12 miles south of Kuestrin 
and four north of Frankfurt, 

Capture. of Kuestrin, 38 miles 
east of Berlin and 16 north of 
Frankfurt, was announced by 
Moscow yesterday, but the Ger- 
man high command said Nazis 
still were fighting in the southern 
fringes of that city, one of the 
main strongholds guarding the 


path to Berlin. 
Attack Above Frankfurt. 

The Nazi high command's com- 
muniqtfe, issued several hours be- 
fore the Berlin radio’s report of 
Zhukov’s crossing of the Oder in 
strength, said the Reds were af- 
tacking powerfully north of 
Frankfurt in attempts to expand 
their Oder bridgeheads, but as- 
serted the attacks were held. 

The German radio earlier said 
several crossings south of Kues- 
trin had wYbeen merged “into a 
single attack on a broad front.” 

Moscow still had not officially 
reported any crossings of the 
Oder east of Berlin, where the 
river is from 600 to 660 feet wide, 
but dispatches said three Soviet 
Army groups apparently were be- 
ing disposed for an assault toward 
the capital. 

The German communique told 
of local breaches by Soviet troops 
attacking toward Stettin from the 
north. Unofficial Moscow reports 
said the enemy bridgehead hased 
in the east bank Oder suburbs of 
Altdamm, Finkenwalde and Pod- 
juch was being steadily whittled 
down by slashing attacks by 
troops of Zhukov’s northern wing. 

Reds Push Close to Danzig. 

Forces of Marshal Konstantin 
K. Rokossovsky’s Second White 
Russian Army to the northeast 
battled within sight of the church 
spires of Danzig.

Hitler’s Private War Artist Gives 
Up With His 150 Battle Sketches

WITH AMERICAN FORCES 
ACROSS THE RHINE, March 10 
(Delayed).—After personally com- 
missioning an artist to make draw- 
ings of the Wehrmacht in action, 
Adolf Hitler will probably have to 
wait to see them reproduced in 
some Allied magazine. 

The reason is that the artist 
surrendered today, together with 
all his works. 

Troops entering the Rhine-side 
estate of Frau Bargel, widow of 
the Persil soap magnate, found 
Joseph Arens and his family occu- 


pying a wing of the palatial resi 
dence, 

Timid and scared, and dressed 
ns a civilian, he said he had been 
given an art mission and that 
after two years of sketching in 
France he was given two years 
to complete the work, which he 
had just finished. He was to have 
delivered it to the Fuehrer April 1. 

He exhibited to me an impres- 
sive stack of 150 large lithographs 
of battles in war-front towns, 
their’ superphotographic accuracy 
combined with honest delineation 
of tired and manifestly none-too- 
happy Wehrmachters, 


He said he preferred peaceful 
fishing scenes, but that: in 1940 a 
folio of his work appeared in the 
London Illustrated News and Hit- 
fer then summoned him to Berlin. 
After a personal interview, Hit- 
ler gave him passes to all the war 
fronts and spoke to him, he said, 
as “brother artist.” The Fuehrer, 
Arens told me, spoke of how he 
longed to return to his early love 
—painting—“after completion of 
the great world design with which 
your Fuehrer is now preoccupied.” 

The artist said he had studied 
at the same Munich academy 
from which Hitler had been re- 


jected as without talent, but Arens 
said in all seriousness that Hitler's 
paintings of French villages 
wrecked in the last war were 
“quite good.” He insisted that he 
had no political interests, that he 
was unacquainted with any of the 
Nazi bigwigs, and that his rela- 
tionship to Hitler was purely 
“cultural.” <All he wants, please, 
please, is permission to sketch 
sleepy fishing harbors.

HEN 2450 American and 

Royal Air Force heavy 

bombers struck the Reich 
yesterday, they brought the 
estimated total of incendiary 
and high explosive bombs 
dropped at or on German tar- 
gets during 12 days and nights 
to 70,000 tons and the total 
dropped since Feb. 1 to well 
over 200,000 tons—nearly four 
times the amount dropped on 
Britain during the entire blitz. 

All previous estimates of the 
effectiveness of heavy bombing 
in “making life unlivable” for 
a nation, must be revised in 
view of the fact that Germany 
is still fighting and maneuver- 
ing its armies after this plas- 
tering. Even after the Luft- 
waffe blitz on Britain, most 
people would have agreed that 
200,000 tons in six weeks would 
finish any country. 

Thus, while messages of con- 
gratulations are in order and 
the help provided by the bomb- 
ings is unquestioned, strange 
doubts must persist. 
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LONDON, March 13 (AP).— 
Allied armies advancing into the 
former industrialized area of the 


German Rhineland “are every- 
where confronted with striking 
evidence of the effectiveness of 
bombing campaigns” by British 
and American air forces, Gen. 
Dwight D. Eisenhower declared in 
a message to Air Chief Marshal 
Sir Arthur T. Harris, chief of the 
Royal Air Force Bomber Com- 
mand. 

“City after city has been syste- 
matically shattered,” Gen, Eisen- 
hower said. “Against these our 
artillery is often used to blast out 
pillboxes, snipers and: hidden 
tanks, but it could scarcely add 
to the completeness of the ma- 
terial destruction. 

“Here and there, possibly be- 
cause of their relative unimpor- 
tance as industrial centers, cer- 
tain towns have been largely 
spared. These present a remark- 
able contrast to the ruins of 
Aachen, Juelich, Deuren, Cologne 
and other Rhineland cities that 
have been targeted by our big 
bombers day after day and night 
after night.” 

Eisenhower declared “the effect 
on the war economy of Germany 
has obviously been tremendous—a 
fact that advancing troops are 
quick to appreciate and which un- 
failingly reminds them of the 
heroic work of their comrades in 
the Bomber Command and the 
United States Air Forces.” 

He said he wanted all Allied air- 
men to know their sacrifices “are 


BRITAIN DISCLOSES DETAILS 
OF TEMPEST FIGHTER PLANE 


LONDON, March 13 (AP).—The 
Hawker Tempest Mark V, first of 
the Tempest fighter plane series 
to be put into production, has a 
maximum speed of 435 miles an 
hour and a ceiling of 36,000 feet,

LONDON, March 13 (AP).— 
British heavy bombers battered 
the communications hub of Bar- 
men, on the southern fringe of the 
Ruhr, today after leaving Dort- 
mund and Essen written off as 
dead from mammoth attacks in 
the two previous days. 

Simultaneously, United States 
Fifteenth Air Force Flying For- 


tresses and Liberators from Italy 
bombed Regensburg, 90 miles 
northeast of Munich and the site 
of numerous German aircraft fac- 
tories. 

The assault on Barmen on the 
twenty-ninth day of the Allied air 
offensive followed an 1100-plane 
raid with 5000 tons (5600 United 
States tons) of explosives yester- 
day on Dortmund, eastern gateway 
to the Ruhr. The bombs were un- 
loaded in 29 minutes. 

The British Air Ministry said 
the attack on Dortmund was even 
larger than the 1200-plane attack 
Sunday on Essen—which wos, 
make the Dortmund attack 
biggest yet in daylight by oa 
Royal Air Force. 

The R. A. F. kept the mighty 
Allied aerial offensive rolling 
through the night by sending its 
Mosquito bombers against Berlin 
for the twenty-first successive 
night.

observers had been directing ar- 
tillery fire on the Remagen bridge. 
This resulted in a slackening of 
fire. 

German medium artillery was 
being shoved back almost out of 
range of the bridge, but the enemy 
has brought up guns as large as 
240 millimeters (10 inches) to con- 
tinue their pounding. It was be- 
lieved that the Germans did not 
have more than 50 tanks and self- 
propelled guns in use against the 
bridgehead. 

The effectiveness of the mass of 
antiaircraft guns moved up to 
protect the bridge was pointed out 
by a dispatch which said that in 
five days American gunners have 
destroyed 66 of 1385 German planes 
Sent over to attack the structure. 

Gains eastward from the Rhine 
in the rugged hills, sheer cliffs 
and valleys of the Westerwald 
were relatively small. The Ger- 
mans were making their strong- 
est stand at the north end of the 
bridgehead where the Americans 
were but 23 miles from the edge 
of the Ruhr basin. 

A first Army officer said resist- 
ance in the center of the bridge- 
head salient was moderate. De- 
fense on the south was character- 
ized as light. 

The American Third Army cap- 
tured 10 towns and took 4508 pris- 
oners yesterday in its mop-up in 
the Eifel mountains. 


23 Towns Held. 

Gen. Hodges* tanks and troops 
made their first large-scale attack 
yesterday, gaining up to two miles 
and increasing to 23 the number 
of towns across the Rhine under 
their control, including Ginster- 
hahn and Hargarten. 

Censorship continued to obscure 
details on the battle in the wood- 
ed hills. At last reports, fighting 
was still going on in Hoenningen, 
six miles south of Remagen. 

The German communique said 
the First Army had captured sev- 
eral villages and heights east of 
the Rhine. 

“The most bitter fighting“ on the 
whole western front is raging for 
the brideghead,” the Berlin radio 
asserted. “The battle still is de- 
veloping and the Americans have 
not yet established an operative 
base in depth. Field Marshal 
Walther von Model is still busy 
bringing up reinforcements and 
only then will Model attempt a 
concentric counterattack.” 

German artillery scored numer- 
ous hits on the Ludendorff bridge 
at Remagen, sometimes momen- 
tarily halting traffic, but the 
bridge still stood and still was in 
use. Assault boats plied the 
Rhine. 

Third Army Gains. 

Lt. Gen. George S. Patton’s 
Third Army narrowed the Ger- 
man hold on the north bank of 
the Moselle River to a pocket six 
miles long and four deep and 
mopped up Germans who failed to 
escape traps in the Ejifels. Cen- 
sorship still partly concealed Third 
Army moves. 

Coblenz apparently was not yet 
under frontal assault, but Pat- 
ton’s men were in its outskirts. 

The city is shielded by the 
mouth of the Moselle, which en- 
ters the Rhine at the Coblenz city 
limits. 

Only light resistance was en- 
countered by divisions mopping up 
traps which once held 23,000 Ger- 
mans. 

Seven miles east of Trier, the 
Germans dropped 4100 rounds of 
artillery, rocket and mortar fire 
on Third Army men advancing 
south of the Moselle in the vicin- 
ity of Reil. The Germans are sen- 
sitive on this front, for a push 
along the south bank of the Mo- 
selle would expose the rear of the 
Saar basin.

A dispatch from Howard Cowan 
of the Associated Press, who is 
with the American First Army in 
the Remagen bridgehead, said 
tired doughboys yesterday crawled 
up rocky precipices overlooking 
the bridge and wiped out a Ger- 
man observation post which had 
been directing artillery fire on the 
structure, 

He said the enemy barrage slack- 
ened and that casualties, which 
have been principally from shell- 
fire, tapered off. Enemy efforts 
to destroy the bridge by bombing 
continued, however. Two ME-109s 
swooped in just before dusk, and 
one was shot down. 

“The Germans have sent every- 
thing over, including jets and a 
couple of lazy flying Stukas,” he 
reported. 

“Defenders of the bridge are 
awaiting anything the desperate 
Nazis may attempt. Besides float- 
ing mines downstream, the Ger- 
mans could try to use midget sub- 
marines against the piers. 
“Meanwhile, the doughboys are 
fighting over the toughest terrain 
yet encountered in the continental 
campaign, 

“It has been uphill ever since 
they stepped off the east end of 
the bridge. They have fought right 
into the sights of German gun po- 
sitions all day long, then gone 
sleepless through nights of fend- 
ing off tank-led counterattacks. 
“The fighting is being done by 
troops not rested for a big push, 
but by men who had to enter the 
fray unexpectedly because of the 
lucky seizure of the Remagen 
bridge. 

“‘T've yet to see an account 
which paints a full picture of the 
job these infantry soldiers are 
doing,’ the commander said. 
“While it is tough up in the 
front lines, the felloWs in the rear 
echelon are catching just as much 
hell and maybe more.”

Germans facing the. Canadian 
First Army on the Lower Rhine 
were reported extremely jumpy 
about North Holland, from which 
incréasing numbers of troops were 
being taken to reinforce battered 
armies on the 150-mile line along 
the east bank of the Rhine from 
Nijmegen to Coblenz. 

Holland evidently was left with 
insufficient troops to defend the 
whole area adequately. The ma- 
jority of the remaining Germans 
were strung along waterways from 
Arnhem to the North Sea, 

The Allies have captured only 
about a fifth of the Netherlands. 
The Germans repeated that Field 
Marshal Sir Bernard L. Montgom- 
ery had been ordered to launch 
an offensive across the Lower 
Rhine. 

One enemy account said the 
British Second Army was making 
“frantic preparations” for a cross- 
ing between the Dutch border and 
Emmerich. 

Artillery duels raged across the 
river, the enemy said, as German 
batteries tried to knock off bal- 
ance what the Nazis apparently 
believed would be a large-scale 
offensive. 

Low clouds again restricted 
west front air operations. Medium 
and light bombers, however, at- 
tacked an airfield north of the 
Ruhr—a base for jet-propelled 
planes which have been raiding 
American lines. They bombed rail 
centers east of the Remagen 
bridgehead. Fighter bombers pa- 
trolled the bridgehead, and, in one 
tangle, a Thunderbolt destroyed

After appearing in Circuit Court 
to answer State charges, Father 
Tenholder appeared in the Court | 
of Criminal Corretrtion, where he 
had appealed a $75 fine on city | 
charges as a result of the same 
accident. Last July 5 Police Judge 
Joseph B. Catanzaro had fined him 
$75. Judge David W. FitzGibbon 
today reduced that fine to $10 
after Assistant City Counselor Roy 
Fish had asked the Court to dis- 
miss the charge of leaving the 
scene of an accident. 

On the State charges, growing 
out of the accident, which occurred 
in the 4000 block of South Broad- 
way Feb. 12, 1944, police testified 
that Father Tenholder was the 
driver of the automobile which 
struck two men, injuring both of 
them. He was traced by the li- 
cense number of the automobile 
and arrested in a hotel at 715 Pine 
street where he had registered as 
H. J. Warner of Kansas City. 

Assistant Circuit Attorney John 
Bantle, who recommended to the 
court that the State charges 
against Father Tenholder be re- 
duced, said he took that action 
because he was convinced the 
State could not make a strong 
case against the priest on the 
more serious charges, 

As a result of the accident and 
the charges against him, Fathe:

MILK OUTPUT LAST MONTH SET

Milk production in the St. Louis 
marketing area: last month totaled 
29,431,634 pounds, the highest daily 
production in February since 1934, 
William C. Eckles, market admin- 
istrator, announced yesterday. 

An average of 1,051,130 pounds 
of milk were shipped daily by 3661 
producers. The average producer, 
Eckles said, delivered 287 pounds 
of milk a day in comparison with 
an average of 265.pounds in Feb- 
ruary, 1944.

Three additional St. Louisans 
were among the civilian prisoners 
rescued from the Los Banos in- 
ternment camp near Manila last 
Feb. 23, relatives have learned to- 
day.

26, stumbled and almost fell into 
arms of a policeman in Chicago 
last night, spilling a bottle of 
whisky and $7200 in $5 bills he 
was carrying in a shopping bag.

New Charges of ‘Sinister In- 
fluences’ Are Made at 
Trial. 


PHILADELPHIA, March 13 
(AP).—Underlying causes of the 


Philadelphia transit strike last | 


summer, which slowed war pro- 
duction and caused race violence, 
remained a mystery today amid 
new charges of “sinister influ- 
ences.” A United States attorney 
indicated the Government had 
failed to uncover expected evi- 
dence. 

The developments came yester- 
day when United States District 
Judge George A. Welsh fined 27 
strikers $100 each after they 
changed their pleas from not guil- 
ty to no contest. Charges against 
three others were dropped. The! 
30 men, former and present Phila- 
delphia Transportation Co. em- 
ployes, were indicted by a Federal! 
grand jury on charges of violating 
the Smith-Connally Antistrike Act. 

Edward A. Kelly, special assist- 
ant to the Attorney General, re- 
ferred to Welsh’s previous state- 
ment suggesting “something sin- 
ister is behind this strike,” and 
said the Government’s object had 
not been to indict motormen, con- 
ductors and bus drivers. “We have 
failed to produce anything else,” 
he said. Robert Kelly of defense 
counsel also alleged “sinister in- 
fluences” and told the court the 
Philadelphia Transportation Co. 
wanted to break up the Transport 
Workers Union, which represents

Heart of Bill. 

The heart of the bill is in its 
provision for a National Produc- 
tion and Employment budget, to 
be transmitted by the President 
to Congress at the beginning of 
each regular session. In this 
budget there would be an estimate 
of the size of the country’s labor 
force, including the self-employed, 
and an estimate of the volume of 
the “gross national products” at 
the expected level of prices, re- 
quired to put this labor force to 
work.

after V-J day.” He urged a Federal aid program for building airports. 


Testifying in a crowded com- 
mittee room, Wallace asked Sen- 
ators grouped around him at a 
large table whether any of them 
knew how to fly. Senator Brew- 
ster (Rep.), Maine, grinned assent. 

Wallace created a stir among 
spectators when he said: 

“To indicate how important I 
consider this program will be to 
the Department of Commerce, 
intend to learn to fly just to find 
out what this private airplane 
business will amount to.”

‘Pyle Writes of Army Diversions for Men to 
Prevent Boredom on Islands Where Other- 
wise There’d Be No Place to Go.

There are many, 


Rarely does a man know many 
people outside his own special 
unit. Even though the islands are 
small by our standards, they’re 
big enough that the individual 
doesn’t encompass them by any 
means. It would be as impossible 
for one man to see or know every- 
body on one of these islands as it 
would to know everybody in In- 
dianapolis. 

You could live and work in your 
section, and never visit another 
section for weeks or months at a 
time. And that’s exactly what 
does happen. 


For one thing, transportation is 
short. We are still building furi- 
ously here, such fast and fantas- 
tic building as you never dreamed 
of. Everything that runs is being 
used, and there’s little left over 
just to run around in for fun. 


And, anyhow, there’s no place 
to go. What towns there were 
have been destroyed. There is 
nothing even resembling a town 
or city on these islands now. The 
natives have been set up in impro- 
vised camps, but they offer no 
“city life’ attractions, 


As we drove around one of the 
islands on my first day here, we 
went through one of the Marianas 
towns that had been destroyed by 
bombing and shelling. ~It had been 
a good-sized place, quite modern, 
too, in a tropical way. It had a 
city plaza and municipal] buildings 
and paved streets, and many of 
the buildings were of ston@ or 
mortar. 


In destruction, it looked exactly 
as destroyed cities all over Europe 
look. The same jagged half-stand- 
ing walls, the stacks of rubble, the 
empty houses you’ could’ see 
through, the roofless homes, the 
deep craters in the gardens.

A N American soldier in Europe, 
even though the towns may be 

“off limits” to him or destroyed 

completely, still has a sense of be- 

ing near a civilization that is like 

his own. 


But out here there is nothing 
like that. You are on an island, 
the natives are strange people, 
there’s no city and no place to go. 
If you had a three-day pass you'd 
probably spend it lying on your 
cot. Eventually, boredom andthe 
“island complex” starts to take 
hold. 

For that reason, the diversions 
supplied by the Army are even 
more important out here than in 
Europe. Before I left America I 
heard that one island out here 
had more than 200 outdoor movies 
on it. I thought whoever told 
that must be crazy, for in Europe 
the average soldier didn’t get a 
chance to see a movie very often. 

But the guy wasn’t crazy. These 
three Marianas islands have a to- 
tal of 233 outdoor movies on them. 
And they show every night. Even 
if it isn’t a good movie, it kills the 
time between supper and bedtime. 

The theaters are usually on the 
slope of a hill, forming a natural 
amphitheater. The men sit on 
the ground, or bring their own 
boxes, or in some of them the 
ends of metal bomb crates are 
used for chairs.

Troubles of the Loan Business 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

It is very odd that I and my associates 
in the loan business can hold up our 
heads after reading the vilifications, 
condemnations, etc., voiced by Raymond 
Lahey and a few other misguided per- 
eons. » 

They say we make 30 to 36 per cent 
per year. That’s true. However, quot- 
ing percentages in this case is very mis- 
leading. The customer pays only $9.75 
per month for 12 months to repay a 
$100 loan. So it is not $36; he pays only 
$17. Just figure it out. Then as the 
loan companies deal in dollars and not 
in commodities, the profit is visible. 

How about the grocer who works on 
at least a 30 per cent margin, or the 
eljothing store that sells a suit costing 
$24 for $49.75, a mark-up of over 100 
per cent and in a lot less than 12 
months? Or a furniture store that sells 
a bedroom suite costing $80 for $240, 
2 mark-up of 200 per cent? Why doesn’t 
Mr. Lahey request some investigation 
along those lines? Sure, they have an 
overhead, and so do we. Out of their 
mark-up come rent, salaries, light, gas, 
etc. Out of ours come the same, only 
We pay more for each item. The tax 
item alone is tremendous in our case. 

Mr. Lahey says we could operate on 
1 or 1% per cent per month. Then it 
is only fair that all businesses be allowed 
only 12 to 18 per cent gross profit. Then 
see how long they will stay in business. 
Or let Mr. Lahey work on 18 per cent 
of his investments. 

Suppose his legal education cost him 
$5000, then he spent another $5000 fur- 
nishing his office, etc. That is too much, 
but suppose we.say that it costs that 
much, Then, according to his own state- 
ment, he should be held to 18 per cent 
per year or $1800, out of which would 
come stenographer hire, rent, lights, etc. 
I do not think he would practice law 
very long. 

His salary alone in the Legislature is 
$3000, Personally, I think he is over- 
paid, I think there are a lot of people 
who realize that there is a lot of differ- 
ence between gross profit and net profit. 
Remember that ours is gross profit and 
is visible. B.. H.

The Fringes of Peril 


It is beside the point that self-interest may 
motivate the WLB’s industry members in their 
assertion that “fringe’’ questions of compensa- 
tion and working conditions have become “the 
weakest segment” in the controls against infla- 
tion. Their assertion is true and in the national 
interest—more in the national interest, in fact, 
than the public members in their contention that 
the board should have full power to effectuate 
fringe adjustments without regard for the con- 
sequences. 

How great the peril is may be seen in the cur- 
rent docket. Textile workers threaten a strike 
because a WLB-approved increase of minimum 
wages has not yet been put into effect. The CIO, 
aligned for once with the AFL and the Railroad 
Brotherhoods, clamors for a sharp general in- 
crease in the wage minimum. John L. Lewis, a 
master strategist, has abandoned his assault on 
the Little Steel formula, at the center of the 
line, for a flanking attack on the fringes. Other 
demands are pending. 

We do not quarrel with all the pending ad- 
justments. A minimum of 55 cents, for example, 
is little enough for anyone who must subsist in 
these high-priced times. Some margin for ad- 
justment must be allowed because of the basic 
imperfection in the Little Steel formula, which 


allows $l-an-hour workers twice as great a wage - 


increase as 50-cent workers even though their 
living costs have gone up about the same. But 
every upward adjustment is inflationary in 
tendency. 

“Equalization” increases and shift differentials 
turn loose new purchasing power; they also 
create pressures for increased prices. We need 
not take the operators’ figures as gospel to 
know that Lewis’ demands would require higher 
prices for coal—or large subsidies. Increasing 
minimum wages creates pressure for adjustment 
further up the line to maintain proper differ- 
entials between skilled and unskilled work. 
Granting one week’s paid vacation, an excellent 
thing in itself, raises wage costs about 2 per cent, 

The danger is great. In the First World War, 
the greatest increase of prices came toward and 
after the end of the fighting. Out of it came 
the sharp depression of 1921 and a spreading 
circle of economic maladjustment that had not 
been fully corrected up to Pearl Harbor. 

Against the pressures to repeat that unhappy 
chapter our defenses at the moment seem all too 
frail. The WLB majority holds the center of the 
line, but the public members do not seem very 
concerned for the flanks. As WLB chairman, the 
new Stabilization Director was himself not 
watchful enough in that quarter. And no mat- 
ter how strong their purpose, these executives 
are aware that if their saying No precipitates a 
strike, they are left impotent under present 
law. They are strongly pressed to grant or com- 
promise when they should reject outright. 

At the roots, the fault lies with Congress 
and the so-far-inarticulate majority of people 
who fear inflation. Congress will probably re- 
new the OPA’s authority over prices, but too 
many members of Congress are careless about the 
things which make price increases inevitable. 
The measure of that carelessness is the unwill- 
ingness of Congress—especially the Senate—to 
take away the pointed pistol that the John L. 
Lewises now wield: the threat of strikes we can- 
not let Happen because they would require ad- 
ditional expenditure of American blood on the 
world’s battlefields. 


Unfair Advantage 

In the interest of giving the little fellow a 
break, we note that the high school basketball 
team of Conway, population 516, has won the 
Missouri championship from such larger oppo- 
nents as Springfield and St. Louis University 
High School. However, the coach of the St. 
Louis team says that his boys weren’t quite tall 
enough for a game which accentuates the altitud- 
inal. We fear that Conway, where hills and 
humans are high, took unfair advantage of the 
little fellows.

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Not Vital 

Instead of claiming the Murray MVA bill as 
the exclusive province of the Commerce Com- 
mittee, Senator Bailey has offered a compromise 
by which it would go to three committees—the 
Commerce Committee, the Agriculture and For- 
estry Committee and the Irrigation and Reclama- 
tion Committee. This unusual turn caught Mur- 
ray by surprise and he has not yet decided what 
to do about it, though he can see some advan- 
tages in Bailey’s proposal. 

These advantages would be lost if Murray 
does not accept it; moreover, he might lose his 
entire skirmish as, regardless of the correctness 
or incorrectness of the Vice President’s ruling. 
in sending the bill to the Commerce Committee, 
the Senate might balk at reversing him. In that 
case, the Commerce Committee, with its hostile 
membership, would have the MVA bill all to 
itself. 

While realizing the importance of committee 
assignment and being fully aware of the great 
powers over legislation exercised by committees, 
we have not regarded the question of MVA com- 
mittee assignment as vital. We think it a mis- 
take to make it appear a life-and-death matter. 
The MVA idea is too big and too strong to be 
strangled by a mere senatorial committee. 
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Free tip for sportsmen: It is now legal to 
shoot eels with a bow and arrow in New York 


State. 
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The MacArthur Issue Again 


The outcries of a year ago, about Gen. Mac- 
Arthur being starved for men and supplies by 
jealous politicians in Washington, have pretty 
well subsided since his smashing successes 
showed that he had plenty of both. However, 
administration critics refuse to let the cause of 
MacArthur rest. Just now, Senator Taft is 
heckling again, with a statement deploring the 
fact that the General wasn't called to Washington 
with Adm, Nimitz and other Pacific leaders to 
help plan the final strategy against Japan. 

How does Mr. Taft know that MacArthur still 
won't be called home for that purpose? How 
does he know that MacArthur isn’t being con- 
sulted right along? How does he know that the 
Philippine campaign is so nearly finished that 
MacArthur can safely leave his post? Does he 
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still imagine, after the many ways in which that 
largely partisan theory has been discredited, that 
Washington authorities dislike MacArthur? 

Mr. Taft could make better use of his time 
by pushing the Senate’s unfinished business 
instead of advising the high strategists. 
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Kive Radio Dialogues 

Plug-uglies in radio newscasts are becoming 
uglier. These commercial plugs increase in ugli- 
ness as the news of the war increases in signifi- 
cance. How ugly they are can be seen from 
these five dialogues from the networks: 

(1) The distinguished commentator interrupted 
his report of heavy American casualties on Iwo 
to appeal to Americans at home to forget petty 
selfishness and business as usual. 

The commercial announcer interrupted to ad- 
vise Americans at home that the boys overseas 
wanted to find home just as they left it, and 
one thing they wanted to find was Blank cigars. 

(2) The popular newscaster described how 
Japanese bombs plowed up an important Amer- 
ican landing field. 

The same newscaster added, “And if your face 
feels plowed up after shaving, you should shave 
with Such-and-Such.” 

(3) The commentator introduced a correspond- 
ent back from the Western front, who told of the 
American soldiers’ reaction to Germans, and 
how soldiers gave food and chewing gum to 
hungry German children. 

The commercial announcer introduced a lady 
who told of her dog’s reaction to Doe’s dog 
food, “chewy and in three different varieties.” 

(4) The news roundup produced reporters over- 
seas to describe the Allied assault that won the 
Rhine bridgehead. 

The sponsor produced a transcribed lady say- 


ing to a recorded druggist, “My family’s feeling 


under par—not really sick, but dull and tired 
and nervous”; and the druggist replying, “That 
may mean vitamin deficiency; I recommend 
Blank’s pills ... 2 cents a day.” 

(5) The news man delivered what ostensibly 
were the next day’s headlines: “Americans Gain 
Across Rhine”; “Yanks Take Airfield on Min- 
danao.” . 

A soothing commercial voice delivered this: 
“All the news these days isn’t about war. Science 
keeps march. If you’re over 35, Foop’s is made 
especially for folks your age—a natural remedy. 
Remember, when you spell Foop’s backwards, 
it spells...” 

These five dialogues show how an important 
radio service is being bungled with blurbs. 
They show what we meant when we said, nearly 
two months ago, that the time had come for the 
big networks to set a good example for radio. 
We urged the networks (1) to quit interrupting 
news broadcasts with commercial plugs and (2) 
to quit permitting these broadcasts to be spon- 
sored by objectionable advertisers. 

We continue to urge them to do so. 
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The Right to Jaywalk 

Britons are rugged individualists, which is why 
the London Daily Mail says, “There is political 
dynamite in the proposal that pedestrians shdld 
be compelled to cross city streets at certain 
points.” A Briton will stand for only so much, 
He’ll stand for strict rationing, and high taxes, 
and a total draft of men and women. But de- 
prive him of the right to walk in traffic lanes 
and it becomes, in the words of the Daily Mail, 
“regimentation in a form which cannot be mis- 
taken.” Push a British pedestrian just so far, 
and. he'll jaywalk. 
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Wrong Way to Settle a Grievance 

Employes of eight St. Louis foundries have a 
grievance. It is not a grievance against their 
employers, for the foundry managements have 
agreed to their request for a 5-cent hourly wage 
increase. Their grievance is against the War 
Labor Board. The regional WLB refused to ap- 
prove the pay increase, while the national WLB, 
the men say, has delayed in considering it. 

So 1100 foundrymen, members of an AFL 
union, have gone on strike, and the eight 
foundries are closed. But this does not bring 
approval of the pay increase nearer. It is the 
WLB’s rule to stop all action in a given case 
when a strike occurs, and not to resume work 
on it until the strike is over. The national board 
had put this case at, the top of its docket. The 
strikers now are actually blocking settlement of 
their own grievance. 

The strike isn’t against the employers, and 
it does no good to strike against the WLB. The 
strike, then, is against the war effort, for closing 
of the foundries means a stoppage in produc. 
tion of Diesel engines and parts, needed in build- 
ing B-29s, ships, railroad equipment, trucks, etc. 
Isn't that fact alone enough to convince the 
strikers that they made a bad decision? 
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“Flying in the Dark” 

Fourteen hours on a flight to Tokyo, constant 
vibration and roar, constant alert for the enemy, 
and then the attack—that’s what bomber crews 
call a rugged experience. It can become an ex- 
perience beyond endurance when the crews have 
to keep it up week after week, without knowing 
when they'll be allowed to go to a rest camp, 
much less to go home. 

Ernie Pyle reports from a B-29 base in sthe 
Marianas, “One of the things most needed for 
morale among flyers over here is the setting up 
of some kind of goal.” He protests that Super- 
fortress crews ‘are just flying in the dark... 
going on and on until fate overtakes them, with 
nothing else to shoot for.” 

Heavy bombardment airmen in.Europe have 
a goal: 30 missions. After this “tour of oper- 
ations,” they are grounded for a rest. In ‘Italy, 
the goal is 50 missions; in the South Pacific, 50. 
For the B-29 airmen, there is no goal. Yet their 
mission to Tokyo is one of the most trying of all. 

The absence of a definite standard for sending 
men home may be explained by a lack of replace- 
ments to man the new B-29s. This does not 
explain why flyers in the Marianas don’t even 
have overseas rest camps to look forward to. 
“Washington is slow about it,’ Pyle says, adding, 
“And somebody better hurry!” This stage in the 
war does not require taxing men’s minds and 
bodies beyond endurance,

American agriculture never so prosperous as since 1940, says head 
of Government agency for farm loans; resultant rise in land 
prices is full of danger, he warns; sad experience of 1914-24 cited 
as example to be avoided this time; rules for farm security given. 


From an Address of Ivy W. Duggan, Governor of the Farm Credit 
Administration, Before the American Farm Bureau Federation 


Farm real estate values are the largest 
single factor in the phenomenal rise in farm 
assets from 54 billion dollars in 1940 to 83 
billions in 1944, There has been little change 
in the amount of farm real estate, so all of 
the increase of 12 billions in the value of 
farm real estate is due to price changes. 


Real estate prices have been going up 
Since the war started at just about the 
same rate, if not a little faster, than dur- 
ing World War I. For two years now this 
rate has been remarkably steady at 1 per 
cent a month, Land prices for the whole 
country have gone up about 44 per cent 
above the 1935-39 average. While the rate 
has been greater in some parts of the 
country than in others, there is no part of 
the country in which there hasn't been a 
material increase in the price of land. How 
much of this is paper profit? 


The Lesson of Experience 


If land prices continue up and there is 
continued speculation on the part of farm- 
ers and others in farm real estate, all of 
the increased assets may turn out to be 
merely paper profit. 

Let’s see what happened in the last war. 


Cash income and gross income were up 
then just as they have been in this war, 
although not quite so high, and farm real 
estate values rose from 39.5 billion dollars 
in 1914 to 66 billions in 1920. If we should 
continue to follow the same pattern, we 
could expect real estate values to reach a 
peak about two years after this war, 


You all know what happened after 
1920. In 13 years’ time, farmers lost on 
real estate alone 36 billions of paper assets. 
In addition to the actual loss in valuable 
assets, we should not forget the two million 
farm foreclosures between wars’ when 
farmers who were foreclosed lost all their 
savings and equities. 

Whether the present increased assets 
turn out to be paper profits is going to be 
determined to a very high degree by farm- 
ers and others who bid for farm real estate. 


Individuals this year are making nearly 
40 per cent of all mortgage loans to farm- 
ers. Such loans are almost never based 
upon land appraisals by experienced ap- 
praisers or on the normal value of a prop- 
erty. They are not made under a long- 
time amortization repayment plan. Usually 
loans made by individuals are the first to 
get in trouble. 


_ Farm Credit Takes a Hand 


some farmers and real estate operators 
are beginning to feel the urge to do a little 
speculating, such as buying a farm for re- 
sale at a profit. Of course, no one knows 
how far this will go if not curbed. The full 
effects on real estate values of the high 
production in 1944 and the large net income 
to agriculture have not yet been fully felt. 

Many farmers will remember what hap- 
pened during and following the last war, 
and will not repeat the mistake they made 
then. 

The farmers’ investment of seven and 
one-half billion dollars in Government bonds 
is at least delaying the full effect of the in- 
creased income on land prices. 

The policy of the Farm Credit Adminis- 
tration is possibly one of the strongest in- 
fluences in checking uncontrolled inflation 
of land. As you know, it has for a long 
number of years followed the policy and 


/ 


practice of lending on the normal value 
based upon the long-time earning power of 
the farm. 


It took considerable courage on the part 
of the Farm Credit Administration and the 
co-operating borrowers, who took a portion 
of the risk, to lend on normal values dur- 
ing the depression of the '30s, when most 
of the other lending agencies were with- 
drawing from the field or had withdrawn. 


Better Stick to Normal Value 


Sticking to normal value during these 
present times, when in so many instances 
the normal value is far below the present 
market price, perhaps takes more courage 
than during the depression. But history 
has proved that loans made at the bottom 
are much safer, both for the borrower and 
the lender. 


Farmers themselves will determine just 
how much pressure their present 12-billion- 
dollar cash, bank deposits and Government 
bonds will exert on* further inflation of 
land values, 


If these liquid assets are used to reduce 
their debts*further or invest them in more 
Government bonds to hold until after the 
war when materials and supplies are avail- 
able, then they can use their cash assets to 
improve their farm buildings, build new 
buildings, make necessary repairs to equip- 
ment and fences, buy new machinery and 
equipment, improve their livestock, terrace 
and improve their land, and as operating 
capital, 


If history repeats itself and we have de- 
clining prices following this war as we have 
had following all previous wars, we may 
have a rather heavy strain on the agricul- 
tural credit institutions of the country. 


Duggan’s Five-Point Program 


We should consider: 


1, A Government-licensed-and-supervised 
appraisal system where, for a reasonable 
fee, either a borrower or a lender could ob- 
tain a normal value appraisal based on the 
long-time earning power of a farm, 


2. The taxing of profits made from land 
speculation. This could be a variable tax 
on farm resales, the amount of the tax de- 
pending upon the number of years between 
the time of purchase and time of resale. 


3. A study of the Government lending 
agencies to determine the degree of co- 
operation, co-ordination and consolidation 
that should be brought about, 


4. State and national farm organizations 
should look into the cost of transferring 
titles and recording deeds and chattel mort- 
gages. In many cases, these costs and fees 
are out of line with the service rendered, 
but probably can be corrected only through 
state legislation. 


5. All the farm groups should give careful 
consideration to programs for veterans. 
Credit to veterans for purchase of farms 
and for operating capital must be such that 
there is a reasonable assurance of success, 
Improper credit or untimely credit to vet- 
erans would probably cost the Government 
more in the long run and at the same time 
do the veteran immeasurable damage,

Land Boom Menaces Farmers Diplomat Keeps His Poker Face 


In Telling of His Experiences 


“Envoy Unextraordinary,’’ by Donald Dunham. (John 

Day Co., New York.) 

Few American Foreign Service officers 
have followed the examples of their prede- 
cessors, John Quincy Adams, Benjamin 
Franklin, and their British colleagues, in 
being not just diplomats but thinkers and 
writers as well, Perhaps a lifetime of 
writing reports addressed to “The Honor- 
able, The Secretary of State” dries up 
creative genius. Whatever the reason, the 
American public has had to rely on the 
tinted stories of Oppenheim and Mrs. 
Parkinson Keyes for a picture of its rep- 
resentatives abroad. 

“Envoy Unextraordinary” cannot fill this 
lack in American literature, but it is a re- 
freshing account of a minor State Depart- 
ment official. Perhaps because Mr. Dun- 
ham was exposed to the State Department's 
influence for only eight years, he can still 
write with a sense of humor and hardly 
any pomposity. He modestly calls himself 
“unextraordinary,” and it is this adjective 
that best suits the slim volume. Yet any- 
one personally or objectively tnterested in 
his country’s foreign service would do well 
to read this book, 

+ a + 

Here we get a glimpse into the mechan- 
ical workings of the Foreign Service School 
and the Foreign Service examinations: we 
discover how underpaid our representatives 
abroad are, and we may get an inkling into 
the workings of the career man’s mind. 

From Berlin to Hongkong, from Athens 
to Aden, in times when the earth began to 
tremble under Eastern and Western capi- 
tals, we follow Mr. Dunham’s career, and 
marvel at his ability not to permit his 
personal impressions to penetrate the sur- 
face of the smoldering countries where he 
was stationed. It would perhaps be too 
much to expect to be given the inside of 
what went on. Much of it is secret, and 
doubtless, as a young consular officer, Mr. 
Dunham did not have access to more im- 
portant developments. Just a few refer- 
ences, though, would have sufficed to 
assure his readers that he was aware that 
events, more vital than the well-being of 
the Foreign Service, were occurring. 

As it is, Mr. Dunham gives the unfortu- 
nate impression that much of his time was 
spent in conforming to the traditional pat- 
tern of the diplomat who chatters along 
while agilely balancing a teacup in one 
hand and a plate of pink cakes in the 
other. 

— + . 

It is because of this lightness of treat- 
ment that one receives quite a start to- 
ward the end of the book when Mr. Dun- 
ham launches a passionate panegyric on 
Robert Murphy, that “much misunderstood” 
Foreign Service officer. 

Afraid of becoming a citizen of the world 
before ever having become a true citizen 
of his own country, Mr. Dunham resigned 
after eight years of service. He was be- 
ginning to feel that “the pleasantness of 
life obscured” his thinking about the 
United States. One suspects that, despite 
the impression Mr. Dunham gives of him- 
self, there is more to him than he admits. 
It is a pity that he did not remember that 
outside the Foreign Service one may safely 
discard his poker face.

Prussianism the Menace. 


How can the will of the Ger- 
mans to repeat their aggression be 
destroyed? 

The real enemy is clearly the 
tradition of Prussianism, not the 
German people or even the Prus- 
sians. It would be carrying racism 
to extremes (and contradicting the 
findings of science) to maintain 
that the newborn German infant 
carries already within him the 
seeds of German agyrressiveness, 
which would make him a danger 
to his neighbors even if he were 
removed to another country and 
brought up without the slightest 
German influence. 

Even those ardent racists, the 
Nazis, do not believe this; for to 
increase their own numbers they 
have taken babies from occupied 
countries and brought them into 
the Reich to be reared as Ger- 
mans. 

What we mean by the Prussian- 
ism which is dangerous to the 
world, then, is not an inborn 
racial trait, but the pattern of 
thought, of political philosophy, 
which shapes the minds of Ger- 
mans as they grow up in the Ger- 
man community, captured long 
ago by the aggressive strain of the 
two lines of German thought—the

hope of success; and whose own 
democratic ideals and democratic 
processes will mean that the hap- 
piness aud advancement of Ger- 
mans will depend upon their sur- 
render to the majority philosophy.

own philosophy will tend even- 
tually to approach itself. 

In other words, her position in 
the world organization after the 
war would be precisely that of 
the Confederate State. in the 
American Union after the Civil 
War. They were then still unre- 
constructed, still ready to fight 
the North again (indeed, i° may 
be suggested that some Southern- 
ers still are), but they were power- 
less to do so. And within the 
Union they were exposed to in- 
fluences which moved them slowly 
but unavoidably toward agree- 
ment with the majority on politi- 
cal principles. Their agreement is 
still far from complete, but the 
directioi1 of the movement is 
clear.

ST. LOUISAN ON IWO 
HIT 3 TIMES BUT 
NEVER WOUNDED 


The horrors of 10 days on Iwo 
Jima are vividly portrayed by 
Marine Pfc. Howard M., Fenimore 
of St. Louis County, who was 
struck three times by shell frag- 
ments and being 
wounded, in letters received here 
yesterday by his wife, Mrs. Carol] 
Fenimore, 2803 Carson road. He 
is now recuperating from the ef- 
fects of shell concussion at a 
Navy hospital in the Pacific area. 

“T was ig the first wave that 
landed, and before I was there 
five minutes I was hit in the 
shoulder by shrapnel,” he writes. 
“It tore a large hole in my jacket, 
but was mostly stopped by my 
shoulder holster. I picked it out 
and ran a few feet farther, when 
a machine gun tore my pack half 
off my back. A few days later a 
sniper put a bullet in my helmet. 
It entered the side and came out 
the back, missing my head by a 
fraction.” 

Of his experiences aboard a hos- 
pital ship where he was taken for 
concussion, Fenimore wrote, 
“What horrors I didn’t see in the 
front lines, I certainly saw in that 
ward.” Enemy artillery fire was 
especially intense and unnerving, 
he said. He and a stretcher bear- 
er were forced to hide from shell- 
fire 30 times while removing a 
wounded Marine lieutenant from 
fhe field. 

“You can’t fight back then,” he 
said of the artillery barrages. 
“You just lie there, and shake, 
and pray.” Fenimore, 29 years old, 
joined the Marines in April last 
year, and went overseas last 
August. He formerly was em- 
ployed at the Orchard Paper Co.

St. Louisan Led Unit of Planes 


Dropping Fighters on Corregidor 


Capt. 
Through Heavy 


Kenneth A. Young’s Group Flew 


Antiaircraft and 


Small Arms Fire. 


Capt. Kenneth A. Young, troop 
carrier squadron commander from 
Mm. Louis, led a unit of big C-47 
cargo planes in a mission of drop- 
ping men, munitions and supplies 
on Corregidor, a delayed Fifth 
Air Force dispatch from the Phil- 
ippines reported today. 

Capt. Young, wearer of the Dis- 
tinguished Flying Cross and Air 
Medal, piloted his own plane 
through heavy antiaircraft and 
small-arms fire from hidden Jap 
positions in caves and tunnels on 
the island, and dropped his cargo 
squarely on the target, smallest 
in the history of airborne opera- 
tions, the dispatch said. 

Capt. Young, flying with the 
317th Troop Carrier Group, known 
as the Jungle Skippers, previously 
led his squadron when they 
dropped paratroopers over Tagay- 
tay, 20 miles south of Manila, 
hastening capture of the city. He 
is the husband of Mrs. Phyllis 
Breig Young, 5119 Palm street. 

Secret Airfield. 

A Thirteenth Air Force Libera- 
tor on a one-plane mission against 
a group of Japanese cargo ships 
in a Borneo cove spotted a secret 
enemy airdrome nearby, and made 
three bomb runs on it before at- 
tacking the vessels. 

The crew was credited with 
these results, listed in an Army 
dispatch: Sixty enemy troops 
killed or wounded; 10 enemy 
planes wrecked or damaged on 
the ground, and a Jap dive bomb- 
er shot down attempting to rise 
to attack; silencing of an anti- 
aircraft gun position; direct hit 
on one Jap cargo ship and near- 
misses damaging two others. 

Staff Sgt. Martin L. Hinchey, 
5622 Willard avenue, Lemay, flew 
as nose gunner of the bomber, 
which was hit a few times, with- 
out personal injuries. Sgt. Hinchey 
previously participated in bombing 
campaigns against Yap, Truk, 
Palau, the Halmaheras, the Philip- 
pines and the great Jap oil cen- 
ters at Balikpapan and Tarakan 
in Borneo. 

Sgt. George F. Steuber, wounded 
by a Jap sniper who was killed 
on the spot by another American 
soldier, arrived in an Army hos- 
pital in Hawaii from Luzon at an 


opportune moment, an Army dis- 
patch related. Two days after 
Steuber was hospitalized, he came 
down with appendicitis, requiring 
an immediate operation, It was 
successful. He was wounded 
when his unit was mopping up a 


Jap hill position. 

Steuber brought down a sniper 
running for the woods, but the in- 
jured man got off a shot, hitting 
Steuber in the ankle. “At the time 
I didn’t feel anything but a slight 
sting,” he recalled, “but when I 
looked down I could see through 


my legging where the slug had 
ripped to the bone.” Sgt. Steuber’s 
parents, Mr. and Mrs. George W. 
Steuber, live at 4156 Labadie ave- 
nue. 

Led Unit Under Fire. 

Staff Sgt. Harry N. Kettler, 
member of a tank battalion, re- 
cently won a battlefield commis- 
sion as second lieutenant while 
fighting with the American Sev- 
enth Army in France, an official 
dispatch stated today. During an 
artillery barrage, Sgt. Kettler’s 
platoon leader was wounded, and 
he took charge of the unit. The 
group was ordered to move into a 
French town at night, to enable 
friendly infantry to withdraw be- 
fore numerically superior forces. 
Since there was no communica- 
tion with the friendly infantry, 
Sgt. Kettler’s unit had to find 
them while subjecting themselves 
to enemy fire. He accomplished 
this mission without any casual- 
ties. Shortly afterward, Sgt. Ket- 
tler led his men across a bridge 
and silenced three antitank guns 
and one Mark IV tank. He did 
this without casualties. Lt. Ket- 
tler is the husband of Mrs. Vir- 
ginia Kettler, 2929 Hebert street.

EMON, or a combination of 
L lemon and vinegar in gelatine 

with just enough salt and 
sugar added to produce a pleasant 
flavor is a good base for many a 
delicious aspic salad. It is the 
base used for the famous perfec- 
tion salad which contains finely 
chopped cabbage, celery, green 
pepper, pimiento and just enough 
grated onion to give full fine fla- 
vor to al] the other vegetables. It 
is also the base for the equally 
well known favorite, Sunshine 
salad, made with grated carrots 
and crushed pineapple. This salad 
may be poured into a flat pan and 
allowed to congeal and then cut 
in squares, diamonds or _ rec- 
tangles. It may also be molded in 
forms for individual servings. If 
the salad mixture is allowed to 
stand in the mixing bow] until it 
is almost ready to congeal, the 
molds may be brushed with salad 
oil just before pouring in the 
salad. The mold will then slip 
out easily without having to trou- 
ble about dipping them in hot 
water to loosen. The oil has no 
effect on the flavor. 

Perfection Salad, 

One package plain gelatine (one 
tablespoon), one-fourth cup cold 
water, one-fourth cup sugar, one- 
half teaspoon salt, one cup hot 
water, one-fourth cup vinegar, 
one tablespoon lemon juice, one- 
half cup cabbage (shredded), one 
cup celery (cut in pieces), two 
tablespoons pimento, chopped; 
two tablespoons green pepper, 
chopped, one-fourth cup carrots 
(shredded). 

Soften gelatine in cold water. 
Add sugar, salt and hot water; 
stir until dissolved. Then add 
vinegar and lemon juice. Let 
partially congeal. When mixture 
begins to thicken, fold in remain- 
ing ingredients. Turn into oiled 
three-cup mold or _ individual 
molds. Place in refrigerator to 
set. Four servings. 

Breakfast: Chilled grapefruit 
halves, hot cooked oatmeal, indi- 
vidual coffee cakes (bought). 

LUNCHEON: Black bean soup, 
crisp crackers, toasted cheese 
sandwiches, sweet pickles, mo- 
lasses ginger cookies (leftover). 

DINNER: Liver and onions 
with buttermilk gravy, boiled po- 
tatoes, spinach souffle, perfection 
salad, rolls, chocolate sponge 
pudding. 

Liver and Onions with Butter- 
milk Gravy. 

When the following recipe was 
developed in our kitchen, one per- 
son, who usually shuns liver, said 
the reason it tempted her and 
‘pleased her was the slightly tart 
buttermilk gravy, which really 
does make liver pleasant. DPedge 
one pound young beef liver in 
flour to make it easier to handle. 
Strip off the skin from the out- 
side edge of slices. Cut out the 
tubes carefully with kitchen shears. 
Cut the liver into inch slices as 
potatoes for French fries. Again 
roll in flour. Place in skillet 
containing three tablespoons hot 
fat. Sprinkle with_one teaspoon 
salt and a dash of pepper. Cover 
and cook for about two minutes 
or until brown on under side. Have 
two good sized onions peeled and 
sliced thinly. Turn liver over, 
add the onions and again cover 
and cook about two or three min- 
utes longer, or until liver is brown 
on other side. Now lift liver up 
on top of onions, reduce heat, 
cover and cook until onions are 
slightly soft, or for about five to 
eight minutes longer. Remove 
liver and onions to hot platter. 
Make gravy by adding one table- 
spoon margarine to the drippings, 
blend in three tablespoons flour, 
add three-fourths-cup water slow- 
ly, stirring to keep smooth. Then 
add one cup buttermilk and one 
bouillon cube. Cook for about 10 
stirring occasionally. 
Serve immediately, with one to 
two teaspoons chopped parsley 
sprinkled on liver. Four serv- 
ings.

HERE are certain signs that, 
despite the recent freezing 
weather winter is making its 
last stand.

The ace won, two rounds of 
trumps were drawn, then the 
heart queen was cashed for «a 
spade discard. Now the club ace 
was cashed, to eliminate that suit 
from both hands, and the heart 
nine brought the ten from East. 
Declarer ruffed, then re-entered 
dummy with a trump and led the 
heart seven. When the eight 
failed to appear from East, de- 
clarer breathed a sigh of relief 
and nonchalantly discarded a 
spade, quite willing that West 
should win this present trick. For 
now West had the Hobson's choice 
of leading a spade directly up to 
the ace-queen, or playing another 
club on which South could easily 
discard his spade queen while 
dummy ruffed. 

There was nothing sensational 
about South’s play of this con- 
tract, but it should be observed 
that he reserved every possible 
chance for himself, and that he 
did not depend on the spade 
finesse which, as it happened, 
would have gone agains: him and
